UING ON DUTY AS NASA EMPLOYEE DURING STAY IN JAPAN AND IS 
CONDUCTING STUDIES DIRECTLY RELATED TO HIS OFFICIAL FUNCTIONS 
AS GOVERNMENT EMPLOYEE. THE PRIME REASON FOR CONDUCTING HIS 
STUDIES IN JAPAN IS AVAILABILITY THERE OF UNIQUE SCANNING 
MICROSCOPE. IT IS OUR VIEW AND UNDERSTANDING THAT DR. 

MCKAY IS A NASA EMPLOYEE ON TEMPORARY DUTY IN JAPAN. IT WAS 
ON THIS PREMISE NASA ORIGINALLY REQUESTED EMBASSY TO GRANT 
DR. MCKAY AND HIS WIFE APPROPRIATE PRIVILEGES. IN VIEW OF 
DR. MCKAY S PRESENCE IN JAPAN NOW, EXPEDITED EMBASSY REVIEW 
OF HIS STATUS AND RECONSIDERATION OF JUNE 14 LETTER WOULD
